Water Co. Will 
Make Study 


First move of U.S. army en- 
gineers in its scheduled program 
of building the multi-million dol- 
lar flood control dam in San An- 
tonio canyon would be changing 
location of the power lines of 
the Metropolitan. Water District, 
it has been announced. 

Top of the dam would be ap- 
proximately along the present 
route of the power lines and 
spokesmen for the engineers are 
on record as saying relocating of 
the power lines would be the 
first move. 

At the same time, directors of 
the San Antonio Water Co. are 
preparing to determine to what 
extent their water resources in 
the canyon would be damaged 
through location of the dam. 

Hans Kramer, former USS.

might be feasible. Harold Conk- 
ling, water authority, will give 
the report as to damages. 

The city of Upland is also in- 
terested in damages to its wells 
and tunnels and three Upland 
councilmen met with the water 
company directors Monday to 
study the plan.

Already Costing $27, 000, 000 a Month, 
Does Relief Program Need To Be Expanded? 


California's relief program is already the most generous 
in the nation. It is fitting to consider how much more should 
the state give to the aged, the disabled and the needy. 

In the state legislature is a proposal to give new aid 
to the totally and permanently disabled. 

Direct aid is paid for the needy aged, the needy blind and 
the partially self-supporting blind and needy children. General 
home relief cares for any needy people not covered by the 
other types of direct relief, so that no person in need is left 
without public assistance. 

Definition of a needy child or a needy aged person is rela- 
tively easy—but definition of a disabled person is entirely a 
different thing. The courts are continually adjudicating insur- 
ance suits on this question. As introduced in the legislature, 
the measure would give the “needy disabled” the same aid as 
is given the ‘'needy” aged in California. Estimates on the cost 
of this new kind of relief range up to $1090,000,000 a year when 
the program gets fully under way, according to the California 
Taxpayers association.
